•to open early in July. 


President .Mitchell 
would neither 


•deny nor affirm tho statement, 
al- 


though he acknowledged that the situa- 
tion Is critical and may necessitate, 
drastic action unless the operators 
•cease opposing the union. 


Organize West Virginia. 


At the annual convention of the min- 


ers, held in Indianapolis In January, 
It was decided to make the West Vir- 
ginia fields the center of organization 
for the next twelve months. 
Twelve 


of the leading men of the union have 
been there since that time under the 
working orders of Vice 
President 


Nichols. 


Despite their endeavors but little 


lias been accomplished. 
The moun- 


tainous country, the diversity of in- 
terests among the 
workers 
them- 


selves, and the number of nationalities 
has made their work dllllcult. They 
are now ready to call a strike, hoping 
that through It they can bring the min- 
ers Into their organization, as was 
done In Pennsylvania. 


Clamor for Strike. 


A strike has been on ..ln_the..New 


River fields since last year, and two 
months ago caused nn open fight be- 
tween deputies and a number of col- 
ored miners. 
Later seven unionists 


•were killed. 


The mcmocrs of the united mine- 


workers are in nn excited state and 
are clamoring for a striKe. 
Their 


chief argument Is that the West Vir- 
ginia fields are now a menace to In- 
terstate districts, and, if allowed to 
remain In their present condition, will 
force a reduction of wages even as far 
west as Illinois. 


Mitchell Will Not Talk. 


"While I nm willing to acknowledge 


that the situation In West Virginia is 
serious," said President Mitchell, "I 
.am not willing to talk about a strike 
there, though it may have to come. 
Just when, I cannot say. 


"I am In Chicago on my way to 


Danville. 111., wnere I will attend a 
Joint conference. 
There are a few 


minor matters with the operators to 
be settled at that point. 
From there 


I go to Pennsylvania to attend the 
•convention of the anthracite men." 


Striking Miners on Trial.

are charged with resisting arrest nt At 
klnsvllle and Stnnaford City on Feb. 
21 and 25, were begun by Judge Kel- 
lar In the federal court.

sued against the miners and the bat- 
tles between them and the posse un- 
der Deputy Marshal Dan Cunnlnghcni 
when the latter attempted to carry out 
the order of the court, during which a 
number of men were killed.

OLEOMARGARINE DEALERS 
WIN 


Massachusetts State Law Is Hard Hit 


by Decision of Judge. 


Boston, Mass., June 10.—The Massa- 


chusetts state law against the sale of 
•oleomargarine received a severe blow 
In the Superior criminal court, whero 
.Judge Bishop decided the case of tha 
•commonwealth against Carl lumbers 
In favor of the defendant. This was 
•one of the famous oleomargarine cases, 
.and was selected for trial as a test 
case. 


The decision vindicates the claims ot 


•the oleomargarine dealers 
on 
all 


.points, and will probably overthrow 
the state law against the sale of the 
.product. This decision determines tha 
•fate of nearly all the other cases await- 
ing trial. It is probable that an ap- 
peal will be made to the Supreme 
•court.

Sends Out a Bulletin Regarding the 


New Process of Preserving 


Ties. 


Manila. June 10.—The Philippine 


commission has enacted a bill pro- 
vi<;in.g for the government of the 
Moros. 
Gov. Taft and MaJ. Gen. 


Davis Jointly drafted the measure. It 
practically makes the Moro province 
an autonomous colony of the Phil- 
ippines which tho Philippine govern- 
ment controls, and creates an 
ap- 


pointive legislative council to pro- 
vide local laws, the commission re- 
serving the right to amend or annul 
them. 
The bill will recognize Mo- 


ro laws which do not conflict with 
American laws. 
The measure also 


gives tho province its net customs 
and forestry collections and author- 
izes the council to abolish slavery.

"I think," said an old-tlmo turfman, 


"tho turf has never seen a brute the 
equal of Black Maria, who ran twen- 
ty miles Oct. 13, 1832, over the Union 
course, Long Island. 
She was by 


American Eclipse, out of I.ady Light- 
foot, tho most distinguished racer of 
her day, and was foaled In Prince 
George's county, Maryland. Her breed- 
er was Col. John. Tayloe. 
As Lady 


Llghtfoot was by Sir Archy, the great- 
est racehorse of his day, as \Voll as tho 
greatest racehorse sire, and as her 
granddnm wan the famous 'Soldon's 
Marie,' who ran 
to 
her fourteenth 


year, Black Maria derived her won- 
derful endurance by right of heredity. 


"Black Maria won upward of thirty 


races, tho majority of them four-mile 
heats, and was beaten but once In her 
eleventh year, and then by her sire, 
Eclipse, over the Long [slum! course. 
This grand man: was true to her 
name, as she was a glossy. Jet black 
without a white mark and stood lii.3. 
Her head strongly resembled that of 
her dam. Lady Mghtfnot. 
Her neck 


was 
delicately 
molded 
and 
well 


shaped; her eyes were expressive, and 
her ears remarkably pretty. Her neck 
camo out well from her shoulders, 
which wore broad and clean. She was 
high In the withers, her arms long and 
Immensely powerful and her cannon 
bones short and Hat. 
In short, sho 


combined tho best points of her slro 
and dam. 
Shu did and could win 


against tho best horses of her time 
over any distance. Her stride was ro- 
markably strong and steady, and In 
her brushes sho covered twenty-four 
feet at a utroke. 


"In the great race In which sho ran 


twenty miles of four-mile heats she 
had as antagonists such good ones as 
Lady Relief, by Eclipse; Trllle, by Sir 
Charles, and the bay lllly Slim, by 
Fling Chllders. 
Trlllo opened favor- 


ite at 
i> to 9, speculators offering to 


bet that Maria would not take a boat. 
She won tho llrst heat. Trifle second, j 
Lady Relief third ami Slim distanced, i 
The second was n dead heat between 
Maria and Trllle. Trllle won tho third 
heat, Mnrla second. Lady Relief last. 
In tho fourth heat tho blood of Ameri- 
can Eclipse In Lady Relief manifested 
Itself, and Maria was compelled to 
take second place again; but In the 
fifth heat and twentieth mile Maria 
went to the front, and It was a duel to 
tho death between the two daughters 
of Eclipse, but Maria stuyeu the long- 
er, had a trllle the more foot and won 
the hardest-fought 
victory 
of 
any 


horse ever on the American turf. The 
time for the five heats was 8:06, 7:56, 
8:13, 8:3:1 and SM7. 


"To Illustrate tho kind of a maro 


this black demon was, when her rider 
dismounted at the end of sixteen 
miles she laid back 
her 
ears and 


lushed out at him with her hind feet. 


"When the horses were called out 


for the fifth and last heat. Relief was 
all fire, while Trllle looked and acted 
as if she nad enough. Maria, on tho 
contrary, pawed tho ground and was 
anxious to bo off and have It over 
with. This was the llrst sign she had 
shown that she was really rounding to, 
and her backers took fresh courage. 


"The drum tapp'ed and they were 


off, with ucllof In the lead, Trifle right 
after her and Marln at the flanks of 
the latter mure, and there she stuck 
as If'glued until well Into tho nine- 
teenth mile, when Trifle coughed up. 
It was now Greek against Greek, and 
•§ the two great mnroa entered the 
twentieth mile the thousands gathered 
from far and near to see the grandest 
contest of the century were brqathlesa 
with excitement. With that friction- 
less, machine-like stride which char- 
acterized her when she ran In earn- 
est. Maria gradually wore down hor 
antagonist and sister in blood, took 
the track with an electric burst of 
speed and, untouched by whip or spur, 
won tho race by n good margin. Thous- 
ands 'of hats lieu- Into the air and a 
mighty cheer went up that echoed 
among the foothills of the Catskllls. 


"The most wonderful feature of this 


great race was that neither marc was 
distressed, hut such was the draught 
on tho vitality of the three mares that 
It Is daub.tul whether any one animal 
was so good ever after. 
As for Ma- 


ria, she was a shadow of hor former 
self for months afterward, wonderful 
as was her endurance."

a portion thereof to control the pub- 
lic property. 
The experience of Australia raises 


a question that Is worth considering.

two thousand dollars. 


Details of Experiment 
Two acres of ground frvorably lo- 
cated on the Hoddles farm, which 
Is within the city limits, wero se- 
lected for tho experiment.'

nine feet above ground wore placed 
sixteen by sixteen and one-half apart 
over this ground, their 
tops 
were 
connected with two-liy-fours, 
and 


•wires wero stretched across these.

"I was out several miles 
from 


both cities during my visit to see 
the great rubber, coffee, and choco- 
late plantations. 
They 
certainly 


make fortunes for those wlm own 
them. 
The soil Is exceedingly fer- 


tile and 
productive. 
and 
these 


things grow without the least trou- 
ble. 
Why. If you plant sugar cane 


It grows so thick that you cannot get 
through It without cutting your way 
hrough with a uuanchete. And when 
one 
goes out Into the forest ho has 


to take a manchete along to cut a 
rath. 
The soil Is far more fertile 


and productive than our own. 
No 


-nil of ours 
will 
grow as luxuriant 


vegetation as I saw on the Isthmus, 
mid that i'gilt at the close of the dry 
season. 


"The price of good

there ranges anywhere between $1 
and $100 per acre, and when you 
have It under cultivation you have 
a veritable gold mine on top of the 
soil.

was in n small shed In which a dozen 
or more turkeys were housed. Farm- 
ers in that section have always lieon 
losers of fowls hecatiac the weasels 
prey upon tholr nocks. 
Shultz had 


taken the precaution to protect the 
corner of his shed in.which tho tur- 
keys roosted with a capo hullt of close- 
meshed wire, so that foraging animals 
could not reach the hlrds. This very 
cape, while It served effectively to 
protect his turkeys, came near being 
the undoing of Shultz himself.

eight. Shultz went to tho shed with a 
Inntern, arming himself en route with 
a mixing paddle used to prepare food 
for tho pigs—a hickory stick about 
two inches thick and eighteen Inches 
long. When he entered the shod tho 
ray« of the lantern as he hold It aloft 
disclosed a half dozen or more weas- 
els htoiitlnR about over the 
wire 


frniuc. 


Shultz struck one of the weasels 


with his cudgel, crippling It a little. 
Instantly the little animal attacked 
him like a furious cat. squealing, lilt- 
ing and scratching. 
Heforo 
Shultz 


could seize It a half dozen more of the 
creatures leaped from the cage full 
upon him to the help of their squeal- 
ing comrade. Shultz dropped his lan- 
tern, but fortunately It did not go out, 
then with his weapon he began battle 
with the ravenous posts as best he 
rould. 
Hut all this while he was be- 


ing bitten on hands and face and neck. 
He feared most for Ills eyes, for tho 
animals appeared to be doing their 
best to reach these. One ear was 
torn. 


Shultz. after 
a 
battle 
which h« 


thinks must have lasted ten minutes, 
micci'edcil In killing five of tho weas- 
els with his club. Then the other, 
evidently frightened nt tho lessening 
force*, attempted to escape. 
Uut in 


thin game Shnltz had the best of It. In 
his floundering and dancing about he 
had occidental!}' overturned a barrel 
01 potatoes nnd these spilled out upon 
the Hoar, completely shutting up tho 
hole In the boards through which tho 
weat»!lM had gained entrance. 
The 


lantern furnished enough light to fight 
'by and Shultz after naif an hour ex- 
terminated the whole colony of weas- 
els. 


After tno fight was over, besides 


t-miirtlng with Innumerable bites of the 
animals, Shultz found that tne odor In 
the shed—something like that of a 
fkiink—was affecting him and for flve 
hours afterward he was the sickest 
man in all the Wallls run region. He 
got his wife up to make tea, but the 
first thing she did when she got down- 
flairs was to mnke him go out Ih the 
cold night nnd leave his offensive out- 
er garments to cool off In tho night 
winds.
